7 9 th cong ress, which convened 12 
months ag o in the shadow of a ti­ 
tanic two-front war, ends its first 
session today with the nation a t 
peace and under the leadership of 
a new president. 
Problems of wrar had chang ed to 
problems of peace as the cong ress 
cleared its desks for a three week 
holiday before returning J anuary 


14 for the sta rt of its second ses­ 
sion. 
The 
first 
session 
assembled 
J anuary 4 w’hen fierce fig hting 
was underway in both Europe and 
the Pacific and Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt was preparing to beg in 
his fourth term as president. Peace 
then was only a g oal and a hope. 
On April 12 death came to Mr. 
Roosevelt at the little White House 
in Warm Spring s, Ga. The burdens 


of the administration fell on the 
shoulders of his vice president, 
Harry S. Truman. 
Germany ’s capitulation in May , 
followed in Aug ust by defeat of 
J apan,

Internationally , cong ress ratified 
the United Nations charter, pass­ 
ed leg islation for U. S. participa­ 
tion, and provided funds for the 
United Nations Relief and Reha­ 
bilitation Administration. 
Early in the y ear it also pass­ 


ed the Bretton Woods bill, increas­ 
ed lending power of the import-ex ­ 
port bank, ex tended presidential 
authority under reciprocal trade 
ag reements 
act 
and 
continued 
lend-lease, 
since 
terminated 
by 
President Truman. 
On the death of Mr. Roosevelt, 
Democratic and Republican mem­ 
bers of cong ress alike pledg ed full 
support to Mr. Truman to win the 
w’ar as quickly as possible. On sur­ 


render of J apan, however, the so­ 
called ‘’honey moon" between the 
ex ecutive and leg islative branches 
ended. 
Since stepping into the White 
House, President Truman has sent 
ten leg islative messag es to con­ 
g ress covering a comprehensive 21- 
point prog ram on administration 
policies as well as recommending 
specific leg islation.

7, 19 41, was "a fundamental part 
of the w'ar we would have with 
J apan.” 
Turner said he considered it pos­ 
sible tha t J apan’s first thrust, be­ 
fore a declaration of war, wrould bo 
a raid on Haw'aii "unless we could 
build up streng th there so g rea t 
that the raid would almost certain­ 
ly be disastrous in a larg e way for 
J apan.” 
He 
said he believed the 
fleet 
w’as sufficiently built up by De­ 
cember, 19 41, to smash or g rea tly 
minimize the effects of the J apan­ 
ese raid if the fleet had ben prop­ 
erly alert.

Huge Backlog Of Unneederl 
Government Property 
!s Piling Up

WASHINGTON — A huge back­ 
log of surplus government prop­ 
erty Is piling up. 
The greatest portion of it is still 
boinc held by the owning agencies, 
such as the Army. Navy and Mar­ 
itime commission. Only about a 
third of the estimated surplus has 
been released by these agencies 
for sale or other methods of dis­ 
posal. And only about a tenth of 
this has beer. sold. 
Why? This writer asked that 
question of top officials in the sur­ 
plus property picture. A former 
official, who threw up his hands 
and quit because he thought the 
job was "impossible” was asked 
his views. All agreed that the gov­ 
ernment had a "mess” on its hands 
but each saw a different reason. 
The Army and Navy were at fault, 
paid one Bad administration in the 
field by disposal agencies, said 
another. Restrictive, confusing pol­ 
icies set by the surplus property 
administration, said still another. 
Briefly, this is the way surplus 
property is handled: The over-all 
policies concerning disposal are set 
by the surplus property adminis­ 
tration under authority from con­ 
gress. The SPA does not sell. The 
Awning agencies decide what goods 
they don't need and declare them 
surplus. Then it Is up to the dis­ 
posal agencies to get rid of them. 
The reconstruction finance corpor­ 
ation 
is 
charged 
with 
selling 
plants, plant equipment, planes 
and consumer goods. The martime 
commission, the national housing 
agency and agriculture depart­ 
ment also dispose of goods that 
comes within their sphere of op­ 
eration. The office of the foreign 
liquidation commissioner is charg­ 
ed with disposing of surpluses 
held abroad. 
To get an understanding of the 
scope of the problem, It is neces­ 
sary to cite certain statistics. 
What is the total In goods and 
plants that eventually will be de­ 
clared surplus? No one knows that 
answer yet but a total of $ 22,258.- 
000.000 Is expected to be declared 
surplus In the year ended next 
June 30. 
How # nuch has been declared 
surplus and made available for dis­ 
posal so far? The cumulative fi­ 
gure through November Is $ 10.- 
879 058.000. 
How much has been disposed? 
The total of sales covered prop­ 
erty which originally cost the gov­ 
ernment $ 1,580,612,000. 
What was the government’s ac­ 
tual return on its sales? $ 501,090,- 
000. 
Only a comparatively small por­ 
tion of the property declared sur­ 
plus is consumer goods, such as 
automobiles, trucks, clothing, tex­ 
tiles, shoes and other items which 
are still scarce on the civilian mar­ 
kets. Through November, a total 
of $ 992.522 000 worth had been re­ 
leased by the owning agencies and 
c? this amount only $ 421,116,000 
worth was so old. 
Officials were careful to point 
out that a large chunk of the prop­ 
erty which has been declared sur­ 
plus so far constitutes airplanes, 
of which only a small percentage 
was considered salable. The RFC, 
which is charged with aircraft dis­ 
posal, has sold $ 170,288,000 worth 
of planes out of an available in­ 
ventory' of $ 662,852,000. In addi­ 
tion, it has acquired $ 4,424,170,000 
worth of aircraft listed as "prob-

IT IS not always p ossible to 
obtain p erfect vision or eyesight 
even with eye glasses, because the 
eyes may be so damaged by dis­ 
ease that no m atter what typ e of 
glasses are p ut on, the p erson can­ 
not see well. It is p ossible in most 
cases to mak e vision comfortable, 
that is, to enable a p erson to see 
without discomfort. 
A large majority of p eop le who 
go to the eye sp ecialists do so, not 
because they have trouble seeing, 
but because when they use the 
eyes there is some discomfort. 
Those who suffer p articularly are 
p ersons in various industries who 
have to use their eyes for close 
work . 
Eyes That Are Strained 
Poor vision in itself is not un­ 
comfortable. A p erson who is 
nearly blind may have no discom­ 
fort whatever. A p erson, on the 
other hand, with much better eye­ 
sight may still suffer from dis­ 
comfort in the eyes because of the 
strain p ut up on them by the work 
which he does. 
The causes of eye discomfort 
are very numerous. For examp le, 
astigmatism is one of the most 
common causes. This is a disturb­ 
ance of vision due to the fact that 
the cornea or front p art of the eye­ 
ball is not p erfectly shap ed. Poor 
reading habits are also a common 
cause for eye discomfort. 
Another cause is a disturbance 
of the convergence and accommo­ 
dation. By convergence is m^ant 
the ability to focus the eyes p rop ­ 
erly on an object, while accommo­ 
dation means the change in the 
shap e of the lens of the eye which 
mak es it p ossible for the p erson to 
see 
objects 
clearly. 
In 
other 
words, for good vision, the shap e 
of th# 
lens bae to become adjusted, 


dep ending on whether the p erson 
is look ing at a far object or a near 
one. 
Headaches From Fatigue 
It is not unusual for eyestrain 
to p roduce headache*, and when 
a 
p ei-son is having trouble seeing, h© 
may be suffering from fatigue. 
It 
is good p olicy for every p erson to 
have an ex amination of the eyes 
made at least once every year, p ar­ 
ticularly as he grows older. In this 
way trouble with the eyesight may 
be discovered early so that the 
p rop er correction may be brought 
about. 
Should symp toms due to eye­ 
strain develop , an immediate ex­ 
amination by an eye sp ecialist is 
imp ortant.

F. L.: What causes the thyroid 
to become overactive?

IT IS not always possible to 
obtain perfect vision or eyesight 
even with eye glasses, because the 
eye* may bo so damaged by dis­ 
ease that no m atter what type of 
glasses are put on, the person can­ 
not see well. It la possible In most 
cases to make vision comfortable, 
that is, to enable a person to see 
without discomfort. 
A large major!' / of people who 
go to the eye specialists do so, not 
because they have trouble seeing, 
but because when they use the 
eyes th are is some discomfort. 
Those who suffer particularly are 
persons in various industries who 
have to use their eye* for close 
work. 
Eyes That Are Strained 
Poor vision in Itself is not un­ 
comfortable. A person who ia 
nearly blind may have no discom­ 
fort whatever. A person, on tha 
other hand, with much better eye­ 
sight may still suffer from dis­ 
comfort in the eyes because of the 
strain nut upon them by the work 
which ne does. 
Tha causes of eye discomfort 
are very numerous. For example, 
astigmatism is one of the most 
common causes. This is a disturb­ 
ance of vision due to the fact that 
the cornea or front part of the eye­ 
ball is not perfectly shaped. Poor 
reading habits are also a common 
cause for eye discomfort. 
Another cause is a disturbance 
of ♦be convergence and accommo­ 
dation. By convergence is meant 
the ability to focus the eyes prop­ 
erly on an object, while accommo­ 
dation means the charge in the 
shape of the lens of the eye which 
makes it possible for the person to 
see 
objects 
clearly. 
In 
other 
words, for good vision, the shape 
tho leos ho* to bocome adjusted, 


depending on whether the person 
is looking at a far object or a near 
one. 
Headaches Frow Fatigue 
It is not ur.nsual for eyestrain 
to produce headache*, and when a 
person is having trouble feeing, he 
may be suffering from fatigue. It 
is good policy for every person to 
have an examination of th* eye* 
made at least once every year, a r ­ 
ticularly as he grows older. In this 
way trouble with the eyesight may 
be discovered early so that th# 
proper correction may be brought 
about. 
Should symptoms due to eye­ 
strain develop, an immediate ex­ 
amination by an eye specialist it 
important. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. L.: What cause* the thyroid 
to become overactive? What can 
be done to get it back to normal? 
Answer: Just what causes th* 
thyroid gland to become overac­ 
tive ii not known. It is thought 
that it may be due to infection, to 
nervous disturbances, or possibly 
to heredity. 
Rest in bed and the use of Iodine 
in the proper dose may be help­ 
ful in some cases. Operation may 
be required in other instances.
